_ The ink was hardly dry on the Eden-Eisenhower Dec- 
laration, when the decision was secretly made by the State 
Department to send the tanks to Saudi Arabia. 

Eden in Washington had protested that American 
oil interests in Saudi Arabia were financing the campaign 
against the British in Saudi Arabia. The tank shipment is 
clear indication that American oil companies are trying to 
pry the: Buraimi oil oasis in Saudi Arabia away from the 
‘British who seized it last year. 

It is plain as day that the arms race in the Middle 
East originated from the efforts of the oil trusts here and 
in Britain to control the liquid black gold. And it was 
stimulated by the efforts to build a Middle East military 
bloc directed against the Soviet Union — the Baghdad 
sai 

Now the hyprocrisy of the outcry against the Soviet 
Union and Czechoslovakia can be seen for what it was 
worth. This was the one hundreth such arms shipment 
the American government had made to the Arab coun- 
tries. 

The issue of peace in the Middle East, peace which 
alone can save the independence of Israel, cries out for 
immediate action. Peace requires an end to the arms race. 

Certainly Israel needs arms for its defense, just as any 
country anywhere requires defensive armament. But 
peace wont come from arms shipments. Peace will come 
by defeating the State Department's ruthless drive for 
domination of the oil rich Middle East. Peace will come 
if the Big Four get together to bring Israelis and Arabs to- 
gether at one table. 


ECONOMIC PROGRAM 


THE AFL - CIO Councils economic program was 
made public at a moment when the census shows unem- 
ployment took another steep upward spurt and _ layoffs 
are spreading fast in the auto industry, while corpora- 
tions report profits at a new all-time high. 

In contrast to the same months last year, when auto 
production was shooting upward, this year Chrysler has 
already laid off a fourth of its force. 

The narrowed market is intensifying competition and 
the trend for automation and speeding up of the workers, 
resulting in still more unemployment. 

The AFL-CIO council calls for greater consumer pur- 
chasing power stimulated through a round of “substan- 
tial” wage increases this year; adjustment of the tax pat- 
tern to favor lower and middle incomes by a rise in ex- 
emptions and lower rates; rehabilitation of the chronical- 
ly depressed areas like those in coal and textile districts; 
expanded federal aid for housing, school, road and hos- 
pital construction; $1.25 minimum and widening cover- 
age under the law and other such -measures. 

We think this program should get the full support of 
all segments of labor and the groups allied with it. And 
we should press for the program now and not wait until 
more millions are on the streets or on short time. 


THE GAS STEAL VETO 


THE PEOPLE have scored a first-class victory in 
getting President Eisenhower to yeto the natural gas 
steal. They have managed to kill, at least for the time be- 
ing, this bill to transfer hundreds of millions annually 
from the pockets of the consumer to the pockets of the 
wealthy oil producers, . 

The victory is in no way lessened by the. tricky na- 
ture of Eisenhower's veto message. In it, the President ac- 
tually supports the purposes of the bill and urges that it 
be re-drafted, He puts the burden of his veto on the sen- 
sational $2,500 “gift” to Sen. Case of South Dakota.

(The 1955 law 
did net provide for an enforcement 
agency). 

® Barring discrimination in is- 
suance of mortgages for housing, 
private and public. 

® Banning discrimination in pri- 
vate housing. 

The first two points are part of 
the Harriman program for this ses- 
sion of the legislature. Bills have 
been introduced into the legisla- 
ture embodying all four measures, 
the ban on private housing per- 
haps for the i rst time, 

The Urban League conference,
